Notes: The style of the miniature and borders as well as the format are typical of manuscripts produced in Normandy 
and the Isle-de-France ca. 1450-75). AIl of the miniatures, with one exception, have been removed. Stubs and breaks in 
the text, as well as traces left by miniature frames and borders, indicate miniatures followed ff. 1, 13, 25, 80, 98, 144, 
and 149. Another miniature probably preceded f. 96. The surviving miniature (of poor quality), 13-line, is set in a narrow 
gold, black, and white arched frame, with a 3/4 bar border, gold and black, surrounded by gold and blue acanthus 
leaves, flowers, strawberries and black hair sprays with gold trilobe leaves, all within red bounding lines. Other borders 
frequently, but not always, traced (3/4 on folios with 4-line initials, confined elsewhere to outer margin) in same 
manner, the latter without any bar elements. 4-line initials, blue and gold with white highlights, filled with pink and blue 
trilobe leaves; 3-, 2-, 1-line initials in gold on blue and red with white highlights (2-line initials occasionally with black 
hair sprays and gold trilobe leaves extending into margin). Line fillers: ribbons, in blue, red, and gold, and flowers and 
geometric shapes in blue, red, and white. Rubrics in orange-tinted red. Calendar has 2-line initials for KL monogram; 
month, dates and important feasts in gold, other feasts alternately blue and crimson. Binding: Sixteenth century.
